A pnrty of ft dozen or more gentle- 


men, including rewesentntivre of the 
Xeics niul TBIBUNK, accepted an invi- 
tation extended by Mr. Bull, and 
juiid n visit to the dredger .it work 
near the mouth of the ereelc. The 
party embarked aboard the liical ac 
Webster street wharf at ten o'clock; 
and in fifteen minutes found them- 
selves within about h\c- hundred feet 
of the scene of operations, stuck in 
the mud. A row-boat put off from 
the dredger nud transported the party 
to the machine. The dredging con- 
tracted to be done by \Veatherbee <Sr 
Co. is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, some two hundred feet remain- 
ing unfinished. The work now being 
done is on the line laid down in the 
plans of the Government engineers, 
and does not follow the old channel. 
This seems to be merely a com- 
mencement of the grand enterprise 
the consummation of which will be ft 
harbor available to the commerce of 
the world. The digging which has 
been done at the mouth of the creek 
is really the only part of the Wenth- 
erfcce contract that will be of any im- 
mediate benefit to navigation. After 
all this dredging has been completed 
vessels will not follow the new chan- 
nel simply because the old natural 
channel will be deeper and well 
known. At least this is what pilots 
»nd captains of vessels say. 


As to the working of the machine, 


it has accomplished all that even its 
sanguine inventor has claimed or ex- 
pected of it. There were several tri- 
fling delays and stoppages while the 
party were aboard, resulting in near- 
ly every instance from neglect to fol- 
low the instructions of Mr. Ball, who 
nt present has no interest iu tho con- 
tract. 
There seems to be a desire on tho 


part of the contractor to complete the 
work now as soon as possible; but 
there is no doubt that it has been 
needlessly retarded heretofore. That 
the work might have been completed 
within the original contract time as 
well as not, there can be no question, 
had individual interests ,, instead of 
the interests of a municipality been at 
stake. 
The only piftetical benefits that 


will accme'f torn the work in progress 
will be thefdeepening of the channel 
at the old-fcribs at the Month of the 
creek, and if* the whole'-expenditure 
had been made at that point it would 
have been better for navigation.

Har- 
wood? who landed, all hands safely, 
after a delightful sail of half an hour, 
at Clay street wharf as the whistles 
of the workshops were sounding the 
hour of twelve.

Could those nations be made to keep 
their people from emigrating to this 
country, we might in due time work 
up a very sober state of society. But 
we will keep the doors open, and no 
sooner can we pray out one set of sa- 
loons than another is in full blast 
soaiewhere else. Then it is a ques- 
tion whether the native American is 
not more dissipated and demoralized 
generally than his foreign competi- 
tor. But what are we to do with that 
dunderhead of a Dutchman ? He has 
got things pretty much his own way 
on "the Continent," where beer and 
wine are the second nature of man. 
In our country, much just complaint 
is indulged in over the whisky power 
in politics, and unfortunately the 
American idea cannot recognize any 
distinction between beer and alco- 
holic drinks. In view of this fact, 
there seems no clear way out of the 
difficulty. It has not come to that 
pass that the average American is as 
tender on the subject of whisky 
straight as the German on beer; but 
there is a sort of higher-law element 
in the land that cannot even

Life in Southern Germany 
is one vast beer-garden as it were, 
and GambrinuB and not Bismarck is 
king in Central Europe. France and 
Italy drink wine instead of water, 
and altogether the background to the 
temperance movement is not of a rosy 
nature, viewed from the standpoint 
of "a looker-on in Vienna." A deal 
less whisky and a proportionate in- 
crease of beer and music mixed with 
oar work and worry kind of exis- 
tence, would be a good issue for the 
next crusade. That the Dutch is the 
coming race, we are more of the be- 
lief, and the final campaign will have 
the words Beer or Blood inscribed 
upon its banners.
